REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status of the Claims 

Prior to this amendment, claims 2-14 and 16-27 were pending in the application. 
Claims 13 and 14 are amended. No new matter is added by the amendments. No claims are 
added or canceled. Therefore, claims 2-14 and 16-27 are present for examination. Claims 13 
and 16 are independent claims. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of this 
application as amended. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. 8 101 

Claims 2-13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 13 has been amended to overcome 
this rejection. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 2-13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 13 has been amended to overcome this rejection. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that this rejection be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 16-27 have not been requested in this Office Action. As such, 
Applicants respectfully submit that claims 14 and 16-27 are allowable. Accordingly, a notice of 
allowance is respectfully requested.
